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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tlie fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on March 
24, 2009, has been entered. 

None of the Claims have been amended. Claims 1-17 have been canceled. 
Claims 18-37 are pending in this office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The rejection of Claims 1 8, 20-27 and 29-37 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 

unpatentable over Friedrich (WO 02/41423 A2), using Friedrich (US 2004/0062981 A1) 
as an English translation, have been overcome based on the arguments presented in 
the Remarks dated March 24, 2009. 

3. The rejection of Claims 19 and 28 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Friedrich (WO 02/41423 A2), using Friedrich (US 2004/0062981 A1) as an English 
translation, as applied to Claims 18, 20-27 and 29-37, and in further view of Sim et al. 
(US 4,251 ,600), have been overcome based on the arguments presented in the 
Remarks dated March 24, 2009. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

4. Claims 18-37 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant 
independent claims are to an electrolyte matrix for a molten carbonate fuel cell, which 
comprises a matrix material, which, in the green state, contains at least one lithium 
compound, aluminum oxide, and a carbide, wherein the matrix material contains a 
combination of lithium carbonate, aluminum oxide, and titanium carbide in the green 
state; and a method for producing an electrolyte matrix for a molten carbonate fuel cell, 
comprising producing the electrolyte matrix from a matrix material that contains a 
combination of lithium carbonate, aluminum oxide, and titanium carbide. 

The most pertinent prior art has been presented. The prior art does not teach the 
claimed invention. 

With regard to Independent Claims 18 and 27, the closest prior art, Fhedhch (WO 
02/41423 A2), using Friedrlch (US 2004/0062981 A1) as an English translation, does 
not teach or fairly suggest an electrolyte matrix for a molten carbonate fuel cell wherein 
the matrix material contains a combination of lithium carbonate, aluminum oxide and 
titanium carbide.
